West Canyon. In June of 1858, the United 
States Army camped in the north end of Cedar 
Valley at what is known as West Canyon. Here 
the army established temporary quarters before 
building the permanent camp at Fairfield.

$5,000 in gold coins arrived. An enlisted man 
stole the payroll, and stashed ir in a safe 
hiding place. He was arrested and hung and 
buried in this. area. The gold coins 
reportedly were never found.
